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A 66-YEAR-OLD 
woman living near 
Newmarket is set to 
become Britain’s 
oldest mum. 

Elizabeth Adeney, 
who lives at Lidgate, 
could be 67 by the 
time the child is born. 

Mrs Adeney, who is 
divorced and runs a 
plastics business in 
Mildenhall, is reported to 
have become pregnant 
through IVF treatment in 
the Ukraine. Her baby is 
due next month. 

Neighbours near her 
home were unaware of 
her pregnancy until 
national media reporters 
arrived at the weekend. 

Mrs Adeney has 
refused to talk about her 
pregnancy in detail with 
the media. 

She told The Sunday 
Mirror : “I don’t have to 
defend what I have done. 
It’s between me and my 
baby and no-one else. 

“It’s a very private 
thing and I don’t expect 
anyone else to understand 
it.” 

Another woman who 
knows how it feels to 
become the oldest mother 
in the country is Pauline

Lyon, now 65, from March 
who had two children 
after the age of 50. 

Her daughter, Lauren, 
was born a month before 
her 52nd birthday, and in 
1999 she had a boy, just 
before her 56th birthday. 

Mrs Lyon declined to 
comment on Mrs 
Adeney’s decision to 
become a mother at 66. 

Her husband, David, 
said: “She doesn’t want to 
comment. But she wishes 
her good luck and she 
wishes it was her.” 

Britain’s oldest known 
mother was 62 when she 
gave birth in 2006 and the 
world’s oldest mother is 
believed to be an Indian 
woman who was 70 when 
she gave birth through 
IVF. 

IVF clinics in Britain 
will not help women over 
50 to have children and 
NHS guidelines suggest 
that the treatment should 
be for women aged 23 to 
39. 

The world’s first IVF 
clinic was Bourn Hall, 
near Cambridge. 

Mike Macnamee, the 
chief executive, said: 


“The majority of licensed 
clinics in Britain would 
not consider treatment 
for anyone over 50 and 
even from the mid-40s 
would be doubtful. 

“That is because of the 
hugely increased risk 
during pregnancy to the 
mother and child as well 
as during delivery.” 

He said there was also 
the issue of a parent in 
her 80s bringing up a 
teenager. 

“Everyone at Bourn 
Hall would wish mother 
and baby well and hope 
the pregnancy is 
successful and they have 
a long-lasting relation¬ 
ship.” 

Mrs Adeney served as a 
member of Forest Heath 
District Council in the 
1980s when she lived in 
the village of Herrings- 
well and was known as 
Elizabeth Munro. 

Former council coll¬ 
eague Brian Gray said: “I 
wasn’t at all surprised 
when I read about her 
pregnancy in the national 
papers. 

“I wish her and the 
baby great happiness. I 
only hope she is doing the 
right thing.” 
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Candidates 
line up for 
EU seats 


MORE than 90 candidates are 
lined up to fight for the seven 
Eastern region seats in the 
European Parliament. 

As well as the big three political 
parties - the Conservatives, 
Labour and the Liberal 
Democrats -11 other groupings 
are involved in the contest, plus 
one independent candidate. 

Currently the region has three 
Conservative MEPs, two United 
Kingdom Independence Party 
(UK3P) MEPs, one Labour MER 
and one Liberal Democrat MER 

Of those, four are standing for 
re-election - Conservatives 
Geoffrey Van Orden and Robert 
Sturdy, Labour’s Richard Howitt, 
and Lib Dem Andrew Duff. 

Unlike the council elections, 
which use a first-past-the-post 
system, the Euro elections involve 
proportional representation, 
where seats are allocated to par¬ 
ties or individuals according to 
their share of the vote. 

Each party submits a list of up 
to seven candidates, listing them 
in order of priority - with 
candidate number one the first 
choice to take a seat should the 
party win one, number two the 
second choice, and so on. 

On polling day, people will vote 
for the party of their choice, not 
an individual candidate. The only 
exception to this is where a 
candidate is an individual not 
affiliated to any party or 
grouping. 

Applications to vote by post 
have now closed. But people who 
cannot make it to a polling 
station on June 4 can apply to 
vote by proxy - someone 
appointed by them to vote on 
their behalf. 

To vote by proxy, applications 
must be received by 5pm on 
Wednesday, May 27.

Change likely to be one of main issues 


THE election on June 4 is likely to be the 
last for Suffolk County Council in its 
current form. 

A review by the Government’s 
Boundary Committee is expected to 
result in the formation of new unitary 
councils incorporating the seven district 
and borough councils in Suffolk. The 
county council is backing proposals for a 
single council covering the whole of 
Suffolk. 

The future shape of local government is 
expected to be among the key issues of 
the election, as will the county council’s 


controversial education reorganisation. 

The county currently has 42 
Conservative councillors, 20 Labour, nine 
Liberal Democrats and two 
independents. 

In the Exning and Newmarket division 
long-serving Conservative councillor Bill 
Sadler is facing opposition from two town 
councillors - Chris Turner, the current 
mayor, who is standing for Labour, and 
David Hudson, who is standing for UKIP.

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Deaths couple: police 
handling faces probe 


AN INVESTIGATION into the 
police handling of events 
leading up to the deaths of an 
estranged couple has been 
launched by the Independent 
Police Complaints Commis¬ 
sion (IPCC). 

Cambridgeshire police referred 
the case to the IPCC the day after the 
bodies of Keith McDonald and his 
wife Christine were found in a 
bungalow in New Cheveley Road, 
Newmarket. 

The couple’s bodies were 
discovered in what had been their 
home when emergency services 
were alerted after a report of a fire in 
the property 

Police said that Mrs McDonald, 
47, of Lapwing Court, Mildenhall, 
died from stab wounds to her chest 
and abdomen. Mr McDonald, 48, of 
New Cheveley Road, died from 
inhalation of fire fumes. 

It was later revealed that Mr 
McDonald was facing charges of 
affray at the bungalow where the 
couple were found and had been 
due to appear before Cambridge 
magistrates last Friday - exactly a 
week after their deaths. 

The charge related to an alleged 
incident involving the couple on 
April 8. 

Now the IPCC has confirmed that 
it is supervising an investigation 
which is being carried out by 
Cambridgeshire police into the 
force’s handling of matters leading 
up to their deaths.

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A spokesman for the commission 
said: “The IPCC has considered the 
circumstances of the referral and it 
has been decided that the IPCC will 
supervise the police force’s invest¬ 
igation.” 

A Cambridgeshire police spokes¬ 
man said: “A Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary investigation into the 
circumstances of these deaths, and 
the events which led to them, is 
ongoing, and will continue to be 
handled by the force. 

“In this particular case we have 
invited the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) to 
oversee this work, and we welcome 
the commission’s involvement. 

“We are not currently in a position 
to add further detail to information 
already issued in relation to the 
deaths, but the force will of course 
make statements at the appropriate 
stage.” 

Inquests into the couple’s deaths 
have been formally opened and 
adjourned to an unspecified date 
later this year to allow the com¬ 
pletion of police inquiries. 

A statement issued by the couple’s 
families said: “It is beyond our 
understanding how the marriage of 
such an outgoing couple with lots of 
friends and well-known to the 
community could have ended after 
19 years in such a tragic way.”

Knife attacker set to be deported after jail term 


A POLISH man is due to be 
deported after he was jailed 
for a knife attack. 

Damian Chmal, 24, was 
told he would face dep¬ 
ortation after he had served a 
two-year jail term for stab¬ 
bing 40-year-old Wojciech 
Kasprzycki. 

Chmal, of Croft Road, 
Newmarket, was sentenced 


at Ipswich Crown Court on 
Friday after being convicted 
by a jury last month of 
wounding. 

He had denied the charge 
and a more serious charge of 
wounding with intent to 
cause grievous bodily harm 
which was dismissed by the 
court. 

The stabbing happened in 


Exeter Road, Newmarket, on 
November 17 last year. 

Peter Gair, prosecuting 
said Chmal had confronted a 
16-year-old youth about a 
£50 debt. The youth’s father, 
Mr Kasprzycki was stabbed 
in the stomach when he 
intervened. 

Doctors had to carry out 
an emergency operation on 


the victim after the front and 
back walls of his stomach 
were punctured causing a 
“potentially life-threatening” 
injury. 

Chmal had maintained 
that Mr Kasprzycki had 
accidentally impaled himself 
on the knife. 

He was given a concurrent 
four-month prison sentence 


for assaulting the victim’s 
son, a charge he admitted. 

fudge John Holt said the 
176 days Chmal had spent in 
jail on remand waiting for 
the case to be concluded 
should be deducted from his 
sentence. 

He said Chmal would be 
liable to automatic deport¬ 
ation when he was released. 


Lorry crash causes 
A14 traffic chaos 

A LORRY crashed into a barrier on 
the A14, causing traffic chaos for 
commuters. 

The incident happened on the 
westbound carriageway west of the 
A11 junction at about 6.30am last 
Thursday. 

There were no injuries but traffic 
tailed back almost as far as Stow- 
cum-Quy. 

A blown tyre on the lorry caused 
the accident, which left debris 
strewn across both carriageways 
and the central reservation barrier 
protruding into the road. 

Parts of both carriageways had to 
be closed causing traffic difficulties 
on both sides. Police and Highways 
Agency officers were at the scene. 
A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
police urged drivers to try to avoid 
the area. 

The lorry was recovered at 8.50am 
and repairs to the carriageway were 
scheduled to take place overnight 
to avoid causing further disruption 
to motorists. 

Teenager accused 

A YOUNG man is due in court after 
being charged with failing to 
comply with a police officer’s order 
to leave Newmarket High Street. 
Police have the power to order 
people to leave areas of a town 
under section 27 of the Violent 
Crime Reduction Act. They have 
been able to use the power since 
February. 

Lee Heffer, 19, of Market Street, 
Fordham, is accused of failing to 
comply with the order on May 15. 
He is due to appear before 
magistrates in Bury St Edmunds on 
Tuesday, June 2.

US air force personnel 
welcomed back to base 


AMERICAN air force per¬ 
sonnel have returned to the 
Lakenheath base after a four 
month tour of duty in 
Afghanistan. 

Wives, children and other 
family members gave an 
emotional welcome to more 
than 200 support troops 
who returned to the base 
last week. 

The F-15E Strike Eagle jets 
from the base’s 492nd 
Fighter Squadron flew back 
the previous weekend. 

During the deployment in 
Afghanistan they flew 
around 1,800 sorties in 
support of ground troops - 
mainly British regiments. 


The return of the USAF 
personnel was tinged with 
sadness after the death last 
month of a bomb disposal 
expert from the base. 

Staff Sgt Phillip Myers, 30, 
was killed by an “improvised 
explosive device” in 
Afghanistan. 

The returning personnel 
now have two weeks off to 
spend with their families 
and get used to their 
different roles in Britain. 

A number of other 
personnel from the base 
remain deployed in 
Afghanistan, Iraq and other 
locations.

Cancer mum at centre of immigration battle dies 


A MOTHER whose daughter was 
involved in a battle to stay in Britain 
to care for her has died. 

Jennifer Jeeps, 64, was dying from 
cancer when her daughter Tess 
Henry returned to Britain from 
Australia to help look after her in 
2006. 

But more than a year ago Ms 
Henry became involved in a battle 
with immigration officials who 
initially demanded that she return 
to Australia because she did not 
have British citizenship. 


She was subsequently given a 
temporary right to stay and the 
immediate threat of deportation 
was lifted. 

Although Ms Henry was brought 
up in Newmarket and trained as a 
nurse at the town’s hospital, she 
was born at a US air base in Turkey 
when Mrs Jeeps was married to a 
serviceman. 

Ms Henry, 42, said her mother, 
who lived at Swan Grove, Exning, 
had been too ill to hear that 
immigration officials had granted 


her ancestral rights to remain in 
Britain for five years. 

She said she was grateful for the 
support of people throughout the 
region who had backed her fight to 
stay 

She also thanked the helpful and 
understanding staff at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital where she stayed for nearly 
four weeks at her mother’s bedside. 

“The hospital staff were absolutely 
amazing,” she said. 

She and her brother, Jack Denis, 44, 
who lives in Newmarket, decided to 


have a horse-drawn hearse for their 
mother’s funeral. 

Mrs Jeeps was a lifelong horse lover 
and had been a racehorse owner. 

The funeral service will be at 
Newmarket’s Catholic Church at 4pm 
tomorrow 

Her family have asked for 
donations to St Nicholas Hospice in 
Bury St Edmunds and the oncology 
department at Addenbrooke’s.

New concern over 
junction weeds

A NEW row is looming 
over the controversial 
revamp of a busy road 
junction. 

The work carried out at 
Newmarket’s Clocktower 
junction has already come 
under fire for the much- 
criticised stone balls on the 
new roundabout. 

Now the appearance of a 
crop of weeds among new 
shrubs planted at each side 
of the junction is causing 
concern. 

Town councillors have 
asked Suffolk County 
Council, which carried out 
the £600,000 revamp, to 
clarify who is responsible 
for maintaining the shrub 
beds created as a feature in 
the scheme. 

The weeds have appeared 
just a month after the 
completion of the work. 

Cllr Jane Bailey, New¬ 
market’s deputy mayor and 
chairman of the Clean Up 
Newmarket committee, 
said: “We can’t have it 
looking like that. 

“There’s no point in them 
having done all that work 
with lovely paving and 
plants to leave it to grow 
weeds. 

“We have asked for 
clarification about who is 
meant to be looking after 
the beds.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, who 
chairs the town council’s 
community services com¬ 
mittee and the Newmarket 
in Bloom committee, said: 
“What the county council 
should have done is to have 
sat down and discussed 
details like this - and the 
balls on the roundabout - 
with us before they did the 
work. 

“The town clerk has been 
writing to them for 
clarification about who is 
responsible for the beds.

weeds.” 

A Suffolk County Council 
spokesman said: “We have a 
five year contract with a 
company to carry out this 
maintenance, and any extra 


work or planting that is 
required to keep the planted 
area in good condition is 
carried out by the con¬ 
tractor as part of the service 
it is paid to provide.” 

He said the contractor 
had been told of the weed 
problem and had promised 
to tackle it as soon as 
possible. 

An operative was seen 
weeding the beds late 
Friday afternoon after the 
Weekly News raised the 
issue with the county 
council.

VILLAGE postwomen 
will keep their rounds 
after a campaign by resi¬ 
dents. 

Villagers at Moulton signed 
letters in support of Mel Todd 
and Bev Gazeley who for years 
have made the local deliveries 
after sorting the mail at the 
village post office. 

Now post office chiefs have 
agreed to keep the village 
sorting office and dropped 
plans to operate deliveries by 
van from the Newmarket 
sorting office. 

Although the two women 
would have kept their jobs 
under the shake-up, they 
might have had to make 
deliveries elsewhere. 

Now, after talks between 
Royal Mail officials and a 
representative of the Com¬ 
munication Workers’ Union, 
the plans have been dropped. 

A union spokesman said a 
“satisfactory compromise” had 
been reached allowing 
deliveries to continue from the 
village post office. 

A Royal Mail spokeswoman 
said: “It was always the case 
that we were just looking at 
various options to increase 
efficiency. We were able to 
reach a solution that address¬ 
ed local concerns and gave the 
efficiency savings we needed.” 

Local MP Richard Spring 
also gave his support to the 
campaign. 

Mike Dillon, who runs the 
village post office and stores, 
said: “The people of the village 
made this possible. They won 
the battle. It just shows how

strong the village is and what a 
lovely place it is to live.” 

■ Villagers at West Row, near 
Mildenhall, have launched a 
campaign to reopen their post 
office. 

Mr Spring has written to 
Adam Crozier, chief executive 
of Royal Mail, to ask him to 
ensure that the post office 
reopens. 

The post office closed on 
March 23 “due to security 
issues”. 

Mr Spring said: “I know just 
how important this post office 
is to the people of West Row. 
Not only does it provide an 


essential service, but it is also a 
vital part of the local com¬ 
munity. I have urged Adam 
Crozier to take on board the 
views of those who have 
signed the petition and I hope 
the post office will reopen as 
soon as possible.” 

A spokeswoman for Post 
Office Ltd said: “We apologise 
to customers in West Row for 
the inconvenience caused by 
the temporary closure of their 
post office. The post office 
remains closed following an 
audit and we are working hard 
to resolve the situation as soon 
as possible.”

Homes plan backed

agreed to reduce the height of the 
new homes.

Council’s planning committee 
approved plans by Ely-based 
Swallow Mead to build the new 
houses on land a St Albans, off 
Fordham Road, Newmarket. 
Councillors had previously 
indicated that they intended to 
refuse permission. But after 
hearing that the plans had been 
modified to reduce the height, from 
three-storey to two-storey, they 
agreed to give permission.

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Firm wins go-ahead 
after ‘risky’ move

BOSSES at one of the region's 
largest haulage firms are 
breathing a sigh of relief after 
a planning decision went 
their way. 

Directors of Turners (Soham) Ltd 
were facing possible legal action 
after starting work on a massive 
4,200 square metre extension 
without the consent of planners. 

But despite concerns about the 
scale of the proposal and its effects 
on nearby residents, the scheme 
has now been given the green light 
by members of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee. 

A report stated: “Whilst it is 
regrettable that work has started 
early, the application must be 
considered on its merits.” 

The project will see the 
company’s existing cold storage 
building extended with emergency

exits, staircases and two forklift 
truck access routes. 

The committee heard that more 
than half of the new extension had 
already been constructed without 
the authority’s permission. 

Cllr Bill Hunt slammed the firm’s 
actions. He said: “This council is 
supportive of ethical businesses 
which are beneficial to the area but 
this is amazing. 

“Turners Ltd has shown no 
courtesy by going ahead with such 
major work without permission. 

“As far as I am concerned, this has 
pushed a good relationship too far.” 


Concerns were also raised about 
the building’s lighting and its affect 
on residents and motorists. 

But members voted to approve 
the plans, subject to a number of 
conditions. The firm will not be able 
to use the red tri-banding Turners 
logo on the extension, it must 
provide an on-site parking area and 
must not use floodlighting that 
would affect drivers on the nearby 
A142. 

The firm said the extension was 
necessary as more customers were 
shifting from chilled storage to 
frozen storage as a result of the 
recession. 

Paul Day, company director, said: 
“I am relieved that the plans have 
been passed and we will get this 
new building up and running by 
October. 

“I have never started con¬ 
struction work without planning 
permission before but it was a 
major business risk I had to take. 

“It was a case of getting this 
building started or buckling in this 
recession.”

Brothers‘joined 
attack on man’ 


THREE MEN 
attacked their 
former brother-in- 
law at the 
cemetery gates 
during a traveller 
funeral, a court 
heard. 

The attack, at the 
entrance to 

Newmarket cemetery, 
left the victim, Michael 
Willett, 38, with a six- 
inch gash to his head 
and multiple skull 
fractures where he was 
hit with a meat cleaver. 

Brothers Thomas 
Frankham, 44, of Cran- 
leigh, Surrey; Robert 
Frankham, 45, of 
Watford, Hertfordshire; 
and Sam Frankham, 
41, of Annan, Dumfries 
and Galloway; are on 
trial at Ipswich Crown 
Court accused of 
attempted murder and 
wounding with intent 
to inflict grievous 
bodily harm. 

They have denied 
the charges. 

Prosecutor Matthew 
Gowen said the 


incident occurred on 
the afternoon of June 4 
last year as scores of 
travellers from across 
Britain gathered for the 
funeral of traveller 
Sophie Penfold, 73, at 
Newmarket cemetery. 

Mr Willett’s sister-in- 
law Louise Willett told 
the court that she had 
seen the three Frank¬ 
ham brothers and two 
other men standing in 
a line at the cemetery 
gates, all with their 
hands behind their 
backs. 

She said after 
Thomas Frankham 
head-butted Mr Willett 
and then swung a meat 
cleaver at his head, 
inflicting a six-inch 
wound, Sam and 
Robert Frankham 
joined in the attack 
knocking him to the 
ground as blood pour¬ 
ed from his head. 

Blows continued to 
rain down as Mr 
Willett’s father tried to 
shield his son, Mrs 
Willett said. 

She told the court: 


“There was so much 
happening in a short 
space of time. There 
were kicks and hits 
going in every 
direction.” 

Immediately after 
the attack, while efforts 
were made to stem the 
bleeding from Mr 
Willett’s head, the 
three Frankham 
brothers fled across the 
cemetery together with 
two younger men who 
had been with them, 
she said. 

He was taken to 
Newmarket Hospital, 
which has no A&E 
department, in the 
back of a Range Rover, 
before being 

transferred to Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital 
where he stayed for 
five days. 

The prosecution has 
alleged that the attack 
was the result of “bad 
blood” between the 
two families following 
Mr Willett’s former 
marriage to a sister of 
the Frankhams. 

The trial continues.

Air show for invited guests only 


COMMUNITY leaders watched flying 
displays to mark the 75th anniversary of 
the opening of Mildenhall airfield. 

The RAF airfield hosts the American 
air force’s 100th Air Refuelling Wing. 

There was controversy over the 
decision to hold the anniversary event 
“behind closed doors” because of 
security concerns. 


Until 2001 the base held an annual 
two-day “air fete” which attracted up to 
500,000 people. 

But last week’s event, which included 
a display by a Spitfire with current 
American air force planes on show on 
the ground, was restricted to invited 
guests only. 

A base spokesman said: “Due to 


operational requirements, security con¬ 
cerns and limited resources, this event 
was not open to the general public.” 

It included a commemoration of the 
England to Australia air race, which 
started from Mildenhall soon after the 
completion of the airfield. A number of 
Tiger Moths took off from the base to 
mark the occasion. 


Citizen’s arrest medic awarded £1,400 


A PARAMEDIC who was bitten by 
an ex-soldier as he attempted to 
perform a citizen’s arrest has been 
awarded £1,000 compensation 
and a £400 reward from public 
funds for his “public spiritedness”. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard 
that Peter Kelly, a paramedic 
based at Stansted Airport, 
grabbed the car keys of 28-year- 
old Terry Neaster, of Kingfisher 
Drive, Soham, after seeing him 
driving dangerously. 

Neaster, a former soldier who 
served in Iraq, pleaded guilty to 
dangerous driving, assault 
causing actual bodily harm and 
driving with excess alcohol. 


He also pleaded guilty to having 
a bladed article after a machete, 
which he claimed was for 
hunting, was found in the boot of 
his car. 

Dara Islam, prosecuting, said 
Neaster was driving towards 
Stansted on the Mil at 6.15pm on 
September 6 last year when Mr 
Kelly, who was driving to work, 
spotted him near junction 10. 

After seeing him swerve in and 
out of the hard shoulder Mr Kelly 
gave chase. When Neaster 
stopped at traffic lights Mr Kelly 
pulled in front of his car and, on 
getting out to talk to him, could 
smell drink. As a result Mr Kelly 


told Neaster he was making a 
citizen’s arrest and took his car 
keys from him. During a scuffle 
Mr Kelly was bitten on his arm. 

fudge Christopher Ball told 
Neaster: “Anybody in the sober 
light of day would realise the 
brave and public-spirited way Mr 
Kelly intervened. You were a 
danger to yourself and others.” 

fudge Ball gave Neaster a 12- 
month suspended jail sentence, 
ordered him to carry out 150 
hours unpaid work, disqualified 
him from driving for 18 months, 
and told him to pay Mr Kelly 
£1,000 compensation and £500 
costs.

Downsizers find 
small is beautiful 


S maller gardens 
are the talk of 
Chelsea Flower 
Show this year after 
several big sponsors 
pulled out because of 
the credit crunch. 

So it’s timely that Chelsea 
veteran and award¬ 
winning designer Andrew 
Mclndoe has looking at the 
easiest ways to downsize. 

“Leaving a garden that 
you have created and 
enjoyed to downsize to a 
smaller plot is difficult, and 
it would be all too easy to 
be negative about change 
and to hang on to the 
past,” says Mr Mclndoe, 
designer of the Hillier 
exhibit, which holds the 
unprecedented record of 
63 consecutive gold 
medals at Chelsea. 

After writing a book, 
Losing The Plot, for those 
who want or need to 
downsize their ambitions, 
he has these top 10 tips: 

1. See it as an 

opportunity to start afresh 
with a blank canvas. Do 
not try to replicate your 
previous garden on a 
smaller scale - it rarely 
works. 

2. Do not attempt to dig 
up lots of plants and take 
them with you if you move. 

There are bound to be 
one or two old friends you 
will want to keep, but limit 
it to those that will move 
well.

3. Make radical changes 
at the outset. Tired old 
paving does not improve 
with age, it gets worse. If 
you need to put up or 
replace fences and 
buildings, do it before you 
start planting. 

4. Plan or redesign your 
garden from where you 
will see it most - usually 
from key windows. This 
will influence where you 
put features and utilities, 
and will ensure that you 
can enjoy your garden 
throughout the year. 

5. Choose plants that 
work hard to earn their 
keep, and which have 
more than one season of 
interest and need little 
attention. 

6. Keep an open mind to 
radically different ways of 
gardening. You do not have 
to have a lawn. You do not 
have to grow roses. Raised 
beds might make life 
easier. Grow vegetables in 
containers, even if you 
have never tried before. 

7. Make use of pots and 
containers and consider 
more permanent planting. 

Seasonal bedding plants 
need replacing twice 
during the year to 


maintain all-year-round 
interest. Limit bulbs and 
bedding plants to a few 
pots and group them with 
other permanently planted 
ones. 

8. Consider somewhere 
to sit and enjoy the garden. 
You need a comfortable 
seat or set of furniture 
somewhere accessible and 
ready to use in nice 
weather. Treat yourself. It 
will make morning coffee, 
afternoon tea or evening 
drinks in the garden part of 
your daily routine. 

9. Your preference for 
certain plants changes 
over the years. If there is 
something you have 
always wanted to grow, 
now is your chance. A new 
horticultural challenge will 
rekindle your passion for 
plants. 

10. Take a firm fine with 
gifts of plants from friends 
and family. If you do not 
like it, want it, or it does 
nothing for your garden, 
do not plant it.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Lilac (Syringa) 

Recent reports about a 
rare lilac being stolen from 
a collection which grows in 
Withdean Park in Brighton, 
by professionals armed 
with secateurs and saws, 
prompted me to ponder 
on these glorious shrubs 
with their clusters of 
fragrant flowers in shades 
of mauve, pink and white. 

The most common is S. 

vulgaris, which you’ll 
find at most garden 
centres. Good varieties 
include Firmament, which 
produces panicles of 
fragrant, single, lilac-blue 
flowers in May, and 
Andenken An Ludwig 
Spath, with clusters of 
wine-red flowers. 

If you have a small 
garden, a better choice 
might be a slow-growing 
lilac such as S. meyeri 
Palibin, which forms a 
compact bush covered 
from late spring to early 
summer with clusters of 
fragrant pale lavender- 
pink flowers. 

Lilac is an easy plant 
which will grow in any 
reasonable soil, although it 
prefers chalk, in a sunny 
spot. Be warned that some 
types will grow to four 
metres (12 feet) and you 
will need to feed or mulch 
them annually and remove 
both suckers and dead 
flowers. Cut out thin and 
unproductive branches 
immediately after 
flowering.

for Service and 
Repair is in place 
and the cowboy 
operators are being 
run out of town. 
Well, so far one has. 
But, as Chris Mason, 
director of Motor 
Codes Ltd, the 
SMMT-backed 
organisation that 
developed and runs 
the code, points out 
it shows the set-up 
has teeth. The Code 
is the culmination 
of three years’ work 
following what is 
known as a “super 
complaint” about 
the garage business 
from the National 
Consumers’ Council 
to the Office of Fair 
Trading. 

“The industry was 
at a crossroads in 
2005,” said Mason. 
“The OFT gave us 
one last chance to 
regulate ourselves, 
so we did.” 

Mason, a Jaguar- 
trained apprentice 
who went on to 
work for Toyota 
before running his 
own garage for 
several years in the 
1990s, was chosen 
by the SMMT 
because he had 
already helped set 
up the New Car 
Code of Practice in 
2004. But this was 
something of a leap 
into the dark since 
Mason and his team 
don’t really know 
how many service 
and repair outlets 
there are. The 
number of 

franchised dealers 
and MOT testing 
stations comes to 
around 19,000 “and 
I can’t see there 
being more than 
30,000 garages,” he 
says. 

What they do 
know is that there 
are 30 million cars 
on the UK’s roads 
that need looking 
after. 

In the first few 
months since the 
Code was launched, 
5,000 garages have 
paid the £75 annual 
subscription to join 
- and one has been 
expelled for refusing 
to enter into 
conciliation after a 
valid complaint was 
made by a 
customer. An 
independent panel 
meets quarterly to 
rule on such 
misdemeanours. 
The numbers of 
complaints current¬ 
ly is falling.
